Despite an ac- 
companying invoice carrying the nota- 
tion: "Ok Ed F. McDonald," 


Jack Sheehan, who said he worked 


at Ziebert's Fidelity Chemical com- 
pany during its entire five months 
existence in North Little Rock in 1931, 
asserted that only three Barrels of 
soap were manufactured there, two of 
which were sent to the state capitoL 
He said the company had one barrel 
of base soap and mixed water with it 
to make the three barrels. 


Ziebert has been held in jail since 


his arrest at Dallas, Texas, last Jan- 
uary. He was jointly indicted with 
McDonald but the state obtained a 
severance of their cases. 


Ziebert testified he organized the 


company with Charles H. Boyd, who 
died in October of 1931, After that, 
the salesman told of closing up the 
business.

. To avoid tuberculosis, children should 
avoid infection, use pasteurized milk, 
keep their nutrition and hygiene at 
the highest possible point, and be re- 
moved promptly from the neighbor- 
hood of any adult who has the dis- 
ease. 


At the ages of 11, 14, and 16, chil- 


dren may be given tuberculin tests. 
Those who react positively should also 
be examined with the X-ray.

L. Minor are worthy of note: 


1. Never exercise to the point of 


fatigue. If you find yourself tired, 
you have done yourself harm.

This is due partly to lack of funds, 


but often to the argument between 
civic authorities and school boards as 
to whose responsibility child-health 
really is. Well—in the last analysis 
it is the parents', but there is no get- 
ting round the fact that many parents 
cannot possibly have their children in- 
spected. Perhaps, however, if parents 
expressed their earnest wishes on this 
point to school boards, or local coun- 
cils, something could be settled. How 
can we live up to the resolutions of 
our "Children's Charter," with so many 
neglected childicn getting on attention 
whatsoever?

parents make a .sincere effort to do 
what they can to give the family a 
clean bill of health, to make u confi- 
dante of their doctor and seek his co- 
operation on a basis of time and terms 
to pay.

T IEUT. A, W GREELY, Ameri- 


can soldier and explorer, had 


reached farthest north in 1892, 
and, With his band of 24 men, 
awaited a relief, ship.

men began to die of cold and hun- 
ger. Only se^en remained, when 
relief came. Commodore Win field 
Scott Schley had 
sailed 1400 


miles through menacing ice packs, 
to bring back the Greely survivors. 


For this, and for his participa- 


tion in the Battle of Santiago Bay 
during 
the. Spanish-American 


War, is Schley remembered. Born 
in 1839. he had moved up gradu- 
ally with active service in foreign 
waters, until after the war. he 
was made rear admiral.

record was marred by severe 
criticism of an unfortunate ma- 
neuver which he had ordered dur- 
ing the Santiago encounter, and

published by the Machinery Institute. 


A man's felt hat which cost $2.85 in 


1914 can be bought today for $2.15 ac- 
cording to the Institute study, but 
to buy the 1914 hat the average factory 
worker spent the earnings of 11% 


I hours of labor whereas he can ob- 
jtain the 1937 hat with the earnings of 
3'/2 hours of labor. The average factory 
wage in 1914 was 24.7 cents an hour 
whereas today it is more than 63 cents, 
according to National Industrial Con- 
ference Board reports cited in the 
pamphlet. 


Shoes arc Cheaper 


"The time reciuir'ed to earn the av- 


erage pair of shoes has dropped from 
3 hours and 15 minutes in 1914 to 3 
hours and 24 minutes today, although 
the price dropped only from $2.30 to 
?2.10," according to the pamphlet. "A 
GO-watt electric light bulb which cost 
43 cents in 1914 was greatly inferior 
to one selling for 12 or 15 cents today 
and the time required to earn the re- 
spective bulbs has dropped from 1% 
hours to 12 minutes. 


"The factory worker today can buy 


as much tobacco with the earnings of 
an hour and 48 minutes as he could 
with the earnings of more than 4 
hours in 1914."
